SEEK AGREEMENT 
ON FARM RELIEF 


Democratic Solons From 
South Discuss Relief 
Measures But No Agree- 
ment Is Heached. 


Washington, May 1.—()-—While 
awaiting. house consideration next 
week of farm relief legislation, :sena- 
tors from: the agricultural states con- 
tinued their conferences today in an 
effort to agree upon a’ measure. de- 
signed to command the support of a 
majority in the senate. 

Those favoring the corn belt plan 
as written into the Haugen bill pend- 
ing in the house, called in a number 
of senators to whom spokesmen for 
farm organizations explained the prin- 
cipal features of this proposal. 

At the same time, democratic sena- 
tors from the cotton states initiated a 
series of conferences with a view to 
reaching an agreement on the funda- 
mentals of farm relief on which they 
might. go along with senators from the 
wheat and corn belts. 

Equalization Fee. 

The chief stumbling block to a 
general agreement on the Haugen bill, 
appears to be the provision for levy- 
ing an equalization fee on basic farm 
products. Some senators hold that this 
provision is unconstitutional and in- 
advisable, but ,others support it as a 
real method of solving the problem of 
crop surplus and price fluctuation. 

Although proponents of the Haugen 
bill have sought to enlist the aid of 
representatives from the east, there 
were new signs today of increasing 
opposition in that section to legisla- 
tion proposing price stabilization. 

The powerful Pennsylvania delega- 
tion in the house is opposed to this 
feature as well as to the other pro- 
posals pending in the house. Support 
was given this delegation today by 
Representative Fort, republican, New 
Jersey, a member of the agriculture 
cormmmittee,; who issued. a formal state- 
ment condemning the Hater bill. d 

Violates Economic Principles. 

Declaring that measure to be un- 
constitutional, Mr. Fort said it vio- 
lated those principles of economics 
which must, in the long run, control 
any industry and that the remedy it 
proposed would be far’ Worse in its 
effect upon agriculture than present 
conditions. 

While the senate conferences were 
in progress, Senator Harrison, demo- 
erat, Missisippi, formally .announced 
the abandonment of his effort launched | 
yesterday to put farm relief legislation 
ahead of all other questions in the 
senate. 

Declaring that the farmers’ friends 
in congress had assured him there 
would be agricultural legislation at 
this session, the Mississippi senator 
withdrew his motion to displace the 
public buildings bill with the joint co- 
operatve marketing and export sur- 
plus measure. 

Farm relief is fifth on the senate 
legislative calendar and friends of 
the legislation are content to let it 
remain there since they already have 
assurances from a majority that there 
will be no adjournment of congress 
until this legislation has been brought 
to a vote.

Over $3,000,000 will be in the 
hands of the various county ordi- 
naries Monday for the payment in 
their respective counties of past-due 
pensions to Confederate veterans and 
their widows for the four years, 1922 
to 1925, inclusive.

GOOLIDGE PLEADS 
FOR RIGHT LINING 
IN SCOUT SPEECH 


Warns Parents They 
Must Not Shirk Their 
Responsibility Toward 
Their Children. 


Washington, May 1.—President 
Coolidge appealed for “a greater faith 
in the strength of right living’ and 
| emphasized the value of religion and 
strong home ties upon the’ younger 
generation in a speech here tonight to 
the national council of the Boy Scouts 
of America, in which he paid high 
tribute to the organization and its in- 
fluence among boys. 

The president warned parents that 
they must not shirk their responsi- 
bility. 

“We need a sciesies dadih in the 
strength of right living,” Re declared. 
“We need a greater fafth in the power 
of righteousness. These are the reali- 
ties which do not pas8 away. 

“On these everlasting principles 
rests the movement of the Roy Scouts 
of America. It is one of the growing 
institutions by which our country is 


working out the fulfillment of an 
aternal promise.” 
Important Faetor in Life. 

The president pointed out that the 
Boy Seout organization “is not in- 
tended to take the place of home or re- 
ligion, but to supplement and cooper- 
ate with those important factors in 
our national life.” 

“We hear,” he said, “much talk of 
the decline in the influence of religion, 
of the loosening of home ties, of the 
lack of discipline—all tending to break 
down reverence and respect for the 
laws of God and of man, 

He is convinced, he said, that 
“there is no substitute for the influ- 
ences of the home and of religion. 

“These take hold of the innermost 

nature of the individual and play a 
very dominant part in the formation 
of personality and character. This 
most necessary and valuable service | 
has to be performed hy the parents 
or it is not performed at all. It is 
the root of the family life. Nothing 
else can ever take its place. 
“The Boy Scout movement can 
never be a success as a substitute but 
only as an ally of strict parental con- 
trol and family life under religious 
influences. Parents cannot _ shift 
their responsibility.

Beréa College Professor | 


Makes Discovery in 


“Tost World.” 


Lexington, Ky., May 1.—(#)—Dis- 
covery of a prehistoric fort in a “lost 
world” in the Kentucky mountains 
was announced today. 

Professor W.-G. Burroughs of 
Berea college, the south’s largest 
mountain school, told the Kentucky 
academy of science in annual conven- 
tion today the fort, a half mile south 
of Indian Fort mountain, explored by 
him ,and one of the largest prehistoric 


forts in the nation, probably is several 
thousand years old. 

The “lost world” in Madison county 
extends 20 acres within two grim sets 
of cliffs, 50 to 200 feet high. 

Prehistoric armor, made from pure 
Lake Superior copper, was unearth- 
ed. by the professor who tripped over 
skeletons which had been lying flat 
for hundreds of centuries after a con- 
suming rite to the god of fire.

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COOLIDGE BLAMED 
FOR ‘DEGRADATION 
OF TARIFF BOARD 


Significant Ex periment 
Demanded by People 
Has Been Almost De- 
stroyed, Says Costigan. 


Washington, May 1.—(#)—Presi- 
dent Coolidge again was blamed today 
for friction in the tariff commission. 

Commissioner Costigan, concluding 
his testimony before-the senate tariff 
investigating committee, declared the 
trouble in the commission was direct- 
ly traceable to the white house, and 
was due to the reluctance of the pres- 
ident and ‘a majority of the commis- 
sion to deal judicially with the flexi- 
ble tariff, 

If the president had not interfered, 
he said, but had adhered to the policy 
of the flexible tariff and appointed 
sympathetic commissioners, the bene- 
fit to the country could not be esti- 
mated. 

Seek to Destroy Board. 

“Powerful forces are attempting to 
destroy the commission and it would 
be better to destroy the whole com 
mission rather than let its degrada- 
tion continue,” he said. ‘Under Presi- 
dent Coolidge this highly significant 
experiment, demanded by the people, 
has been almost destroyed. Politics 
should be taken out of the tariff and 
the tariff should be taken out of 
politics.” | 

He expressed a belief that congress 
was better qualified to pass on flexi- 
ble tariff schedules than the presi- 
dent. Moreover, he said, the consti- 
tutionality of the transfer of tariff 
rate making powers from congress to 
the president was in dispute, 

Under cross-examination by Senator 
Reed, republican, Pennsylvania, Com-

Donor Speaks. 

After the students sang the college 
alma mater song, Samuel ©. Dobbs, 
who made the building possible, was 
presented to the audience. In intro- 
dueing Bishop Candler, Mr. Dobbs 
said: 

“No education can be what it 
should if it does not do three things; 
namely, first, patriotic devotion to 
country; second, reverence for re- 
ligion and third, respect for consti- 
tuted authority.”

SAYS VETERAN

Starting his major league career as 
a pitcher in 1911 and working in 367 
innings, Grover Alexander immedisate- 
ly became an iron man of the hill to 
the extent of appearing in at least 300 


innings for seven straight years. Only 
Walter Johnson boasts of a record 
that surpasses this’ remarkable per- 
formance. For the others there are 
but 18 big Jeaguers listed in the class 
today who have traveled over that 
route—300 or more innings in one 
year. 

They don’t pitch as often as they 
used to. Alexander as a juvenile 
started with 367. When he reached 
his 30th year he handled 388 in- 
ninngs, and when -he was 26 he coy- 
ered 305 innings. 

Of those who are around this sea- 
son only Babe Adams, Wilbur Cooper, 
Stan Coveleskie, George Dauss, Pete 
Donohue, Howard Ehbmke, Urban” Fa- 
ber, Burleigh Grimes. Jesse Haines, 
Adolfo Luqne, Carl Mays, Jolinny 
Morrison, Eppa Rixey, Bob Shawkey, 
Urban Shocker, George ‘Uhle. Dazzy 
Vance and the Great Johnson have 
been iron-men. includéd in the list 
of 300 innings. 

And barring Johnson a* majority 
have been up that high but a year 
or two. 

What has caused this change in 
the lives of major league pitchers? 
Nowadays they rest at least three 
full days, in a majority of cases four 
anil frequently five, six and seven. 

Alexander was pitching in 1911. 
He is still at it. He thas completed 
16 full years in the National league 
and on his way to: his 40th birth- 
day he does not appear to be sliding 
down the hill. What has happened 
to these iron-men of the ‘mound? 
‘Grover has his opinion, and he- ex- 
pressed it regardless of whose toes | 
are. pinched.

The automobile industry is rapid- 


ly discarding the last vestige of its 
“herse and carriage’ inheritance, 

Since the first buggy was equipped 
with a gasoline motor, carriage build- 
ers’ methods have directed body con- 
struction. The contour has, of course, 
changed radically since those early 
days. But in many cases bodies are 
still built around a wooden frame.

mobile Digest, who said that automo- 
bile designers all over the world .are 
dissatisfied with composite wood con- 
struction and are following new 
paths. 

“Designers,’’ he said, “are dissatis- 
fied with the old combination of wood 
and metal bodies. In their quest for a 
suitable one, they have taken opposite 
paths, one (the Huropean group of 
designers) to a body of wood with a 
cloth covering that is flexible in every 
part, and the other (the American de- 
signers) to a steel body designed to 
remain inflexible. Which will become 
the final type, time will tell, but the 
less freakish, all-metal body would 
seem to have the superior handicap.’’ 

Of the steel body, he said 

“Due to the greater strength of 
steel, mucl» less of this material need 
be used. Moreover, steel is a more 
tractable material than wood, and it 
can be formed into sections that pro- 
vide even greater strength for the 
amount of material used than is ap- 
parent from the relative strengths of 
steel and wood. A pillar or beam can 
be constructed of steel that will not 
only be stronger than a similar one 
of wood, but also lighter. 

“Thus bodies may be built with 
steel framing that are both stronger

Discussing the building situation in 
in the May issue of the 
Miller’ Builder-Economist, published 
by G. L. Miller & Co., Mr.. Holden 
| states that construction is continuing 
(at a very high rate and there is 
“just now little occasion for pes- 
\simism,” but there is-every need to 
| be “more than usually watehful of 
| national, sectional and loeal condi- 
| tions for advance signs of possible let- 
up in activity.” His article follows: 

“There was about 25 per cent more 
construction work started (as meas- 
‘ured in dollar values of contracts) in 
the first quarter of this year than in 
tthe first quarter of last year. This 
fact, considered alone, might appear 
to indicate that 1926 should have a 
larger total construction volume than 
1925, which broke all previous rec- 
ords with a total for the entire coun- 
try estimated at $6,622,000,000. 

“With such a good lead over 1925 
at the end of the first quarter, it is 
| quite likely that the end of the first 
half of 1926 will also see a good in- 
crease over the first half of 1925, 
although a 25 per cent increase is 
rather too much te expect. 

“In 1925, the volume of contracts 
let in the second half of the year in- 
creased 15 per cent over the volume 
of the first half. Normally the sec-

}ond half decreases 12 per cent from 
ithe first half. 
| Critical Period of 1926. 
“Hence, the eritical pericd of 1926 
is the second half of the year. Can 
overcome the normal tendency to 
| decline and show a volume equal to 
or greater than the volume of the 
second half of 1925? That does not 
now seem likely. The cosntraction 
needs of the country seem to be too 
well taken care of for such a course 
of events this year. 


“However, with a good lead at the 
end of June, even a fairly consider- 
able decline in the second haif of 
1926 might not reduce the year’s to- 
tal volume from last years at all. 
More: probably it will reduce it by 
a moderate amount, say 5 to 10 per 
gent, or, if you want to anticipate 
the worst, abowt 12 per cent. 

“There is a great deal of money 
‘available for investment. .Much that 
has gone into stocks is now going 
linto the bond market and is alijo 
quite likely to go into the financing 
of large cotstruction enterprises— 
tsuch enterprises as are not of imme- 
diate necessity but represent perma- 
nent improvements that can probably 
be made te pay if general business 
conditions continue good. 


“If there is to be a recession in 
building a little later on, it is not 
likely to be uniform throughout the 
eountry. Some sections will probably 
continue new construction at a faster 
pace than others. Sectional and _lo- 
cal condtions are likely to be rather 
important the rest of this year. 

“In short, construction continues 
at a very high rate and there is just 
now little oecasion for pessimism ;

Article 17—When acting as agent in the managing of prop- 
erty, a Realtor should not accept any commission, re- 
bate or profit on expenditures made for the owner with-

Article 26—A Realtor when acting as a broker should make 
it‘clear for which party he is acting, and he should not 
receive Compensation from more than one party-without

moral purposes. 


Article 35—No instruction or inducement from any client or

Most of us who are yet at the “mid- 
dle age” or fast arriving at its stage 


can call to mind not so many years 
ago when churches of various commu- 
nions did not have dealings with each 
other, any more than the Jews and 
Samaritans of old. Have you noticed 
one stride that is rapidly being reach- 
sed? The word “denomination” is fast 
rhecomitig’ obsolete, and the broader, 
‘far-réaching one, “communion,™ used 
|in its stead. I can distinctly temem- 
ber when some of the members of the 
official board of my father’s church in 
| Kentucky had wives who belonged to 
othef communions. Not only did they 
themselves never darken the doors, 
but in many cases would not, allow 
their children to do so. Once, I re- 
call, a child of such a marriage came 
into our church, but the mother never 
allowed her to-be baptized, or to make 
her membership valid. Can you im- 
agine such a feeling today? 

The thing for which my father is 
most remembered in the same little 
Kentucky town, where he lies sleeping, 
is that he did more to bring the vari- 
ous communions together than any 
man who ever lived in it. When 
he left for another state the last night 
he was to hold services in the mag- 
nificent church which was built dur- 
ing his ministry, every church in 
town, but the Roman Catholic (and 
the priest thereof was one of the best 
and warmest personal friends he had) 
dismissed their own congregations and 
iheld a union meeting. 
| This was as many as 20 years ago, 
and now we have advanced even fur 
‘ther. Witness the union services held 
on the capitol lawn each summer, 
when the Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Baptist, Christian and Lutheran 
churches of the vicinity take turns in 
holding the programs and the crowds 
being largely composed of the congre- 
gations of these five churches. Then, 
too, the old-time rivalry and erstwhile 
bitterness among churches of the same 
communion, such as felt during a civil 
war, is fast being eliminated.

In making a careful study of clubwomen, one great impression has | 
been the usage of names of the same women to head committees, to 
hold office, to begin some great club movement, and introduced it to 
an organization. 

It could not possibly be a coincidence, because it too often occurs 
that time and time again the same women are put forward to launch a 
campaign for civic, social and club betterment. 

Perhaps these active women are being imposed upon, and too great 
a demand is being put upon their time and effort and the generosity of 
club spirit. Many women willingly allow the enthusiastic women to 
carry on and do all of the hard work required to achieve success in any 
and every undertaking. 

There are many members who possess ability and a gift for which 
her services are required, but she is shy and timid and refuses to volun- 
teer or take the initiative. Often times these women are mistaken for 
drones and shirkers, when in their heart of hearts it is only false modesty, 
— else they possess sensitive natures and rather retire within them- 
selves. 

Active clubwomen, those vitally interested in club welfare, have been 
wrongfully accused of having too much self-confidence. Because of a 
time-honored membership, they apparently claim the spotlight too often 
in the opinion of new members, yet this is the last act which should be 
accredited to these earnest and sincere workers. Don’t be a wall-flower 
in your club, step forward and claim the office for which you are fitted 
and can conscientiously fill. Don’t blame the woman who is continually 
being appointed on a piece of club work. It is because she is an expe- 
rienced worker that she has been selected for office. 

The spotlight is turned upon her because she has demonstrated her 
leadership proclivities. Her name and personal work has been tried 
and not found wanting, that’s why she is appointed to lead in another 
successful venture. Her name assures success! But the same could be 
said of the untried clubwoman if she would but not “hide her light 
under the bushel,” so to speak. 

If every executive of every club will be ever on the alert for prom- 
ising and new lights in her organization, trying out those who have 
ability and helping them in developing their latent forces, many new and 
shining lights may possibly appear upon the club horizon. The ap- 
pointment to serve On some committee will either prove or disprove 
the desire for real work, and recognition of the diffident or retiring club 
member. 

If there are back-row habitues in the individual meetings of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs let the president make mental no- 
tation of those who occupy these seats and syrprise them by giving the 
member a special appointment to head some committee. The encourage- 
ment may help the woman who thought she was timid and possessed an 
inferiority complex find herself, and the lady in question may turn out 
to be the most competent clubwoman in the entire membership. In 
other words, before she can possibly realize it, she is occupying the 
seats of the mighty. 

The old, trigd and true club worker is standing ready to release 
her claim upon taking the lead in club events, daing all of the work year 
in and year out, and will gladly accept the opportunity of slipping out 
of harness and sincerely accord the new clubwoman the place of honor.

BLACKS’ BETTER RECORD. 


A remarkable manifestation of 
“white supremacy” is recorded in 
North Carolina. In the superior 
court of Stanley county, where the 
criminal docket in former times was 
made up almost entirely of negroes, 
the recent term had 45 cases, only 
two of which were of negroes. Of 
the 43 white defendants 18 were 
under 23 years of age. And this 
Situation in Stanley county was not 
Singular, for approximately similar 
conditions have appeared in the last 
few years in all sections of the 
state. 


This change in the complexions 
of those who figure ‘‘on.the south 
Side of the versus’ is not a par- 
ticular phenomenon; it is so gen- 
eral as to draw sharp deprecations 
and criticism from many of the pre- 
Siding judges. 


Nor is the change duc to the 
fact that liquor counts largely in 
the cases because it is more in the 
competency of the whites,to pay 
moonshine and bootleg prices for 
crime-breeding booze. The whites 
run the gamut of offenses, including 
robberies, burglaries, assaults and 
murders. 


Both the sociologist and the crim- 

inologist will be puzzled, we imag- 
ine, to explain this extraordinary 
reversal from the common history 
of crime in the southern negro-in- 
fested areas since emancipation. 
The Charlotte Observer very frank- 
ly says “if we are to give the negro 
his due we must face a hard-boiled 
admission, and this is, that in pro- 
portion to racial population, he has 
developed into the class of the more 
law-abiding citizen.” 
Whatever the causes may be that 
have produced this usurpation. of 
the criminal dockets by the whites 
of North Carolina they manifestly 
are not operating to the like effect 
in Georgia or any other southern 
state of which we have data. And, 
whatever the explanation may be, 
the fact that the negroes of North 
Carolina are boycotting the courts 
and chain gangs is greatly to their 
good credit. It encourages the hope 
that their example will eventually 
become contagious in the race in all 
the other states that they largely 
inhabit. 


JUG AND JUGGERNAUT. 


Numbers of newspapers are 
again crusading against drunken 
automobile drivers. They say ‘‘no 
news reader can escape the con- 
viction that a very large proportion 
of automobile accidents is due to 
liquor’ and that “the amazing thing 
liquor figures in such a 
high proportion of cases.”’ 


Why amazing? Drunken men are 
potential killers whether driving a 
horse, a locomotive or a juice-run 
flivver. The high-powered automo- 
bile of the day in the hands of a 
drunken driver is a veritable jugger- 
naut—an almost inescapable mur- 
der machine. The death record 
made by them is appalling and daily 
increasing. 


If there is any protection against 
this new peril to human life it is 
not in sight. Henry Ford contends 
that we must either give up liquor 
or give up the automobile. But 
while. men know how to make 
liquor men will get it and drink it, 
and the imagination of the most 
fanatical prohibitionist cannot visu- 
alize a. time when those things will 
not be done. 


The suggestion is to rigorously 
apply the law to the offender. That 
is good advice when you have got 
him in hand, but before you can 
make a rabbit pie you must first 
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catch your rabbit. Perhaps a ma- 
jority of the. serious accidents are} 
occasioned by “hit-and-run” drivers, | 
few of whom are identified and ap- | 
prehended. We have frequent in- 
Stances of that sort here in Atlanta. 


The facts are that liquor is grow- 
ing more rather than less plentiful 
daily. It is liquor that is more 
brain-blasting, besotting and blind- 
ing than the people have known 
before this era of prohibition. It 
makes for the police and the road 
cop a problem beyond his precau- 
tion and power. What can be done 
to solve it is a conundrum of our 
present civilization. Capital pun- 
ishment does not abolish murders; 
prisons do not end robberies; pro- 
hibition does not stop moonshining 
and bootlegging; and it is quite un- 
believable that nominal fines and 
suspended sentences will inhibit 
reckless men from sucking a jug 
and. running amuck with a gaso- 
line juggernaut. 


Every community must contrive 
and enforce its own safeguards 
against the drunken driver. In some 
states, notably Massachusetts, when 
such a driver is arrested he is sum- 
marily deprived of his license for a 
year. The result is a low record of 
automobile accidents and homicides 
in that state.

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WHITE POTATO STATUS. 
| An interesting study of the com- 


| ties within the 


bution, of white potatoes—with the 
relationship of prices to transpor- 
tation costs—has just: been made 
public by the Bureau -of Railway 
Economics. 


It’ shows nation-wide range of 
distribution 
from various parts of the country, 
potatoes from Idaho, Wisconsin, 


| 

 ginia, the six, principal producing 
states making large shipments to 
practically the same consuming 
markets. 


Idaho potatoes, for instance, are 
Shipped into 33 states, the maxi- 
mum rail haul amounting to 2,970 
miles, while Maine comes next with 
29 states of destination and a maxi- 
mum haul of 2,580 miles. Potato 
raisers in Virginia ship their 
product into 28 states with a maxi- 
mum haul of 1,370 miles,. while 
Wisconsin potatoes enter 26 states, 
the maximum haul being 2,490 
miles. Michigan and Florida both 
Ship their potatoes into 25. dif- 
ferent states, the maximum haul for 
the former being 2,590 miles and 
for the latter 1,550 miles. 

The study further shows that 
consuming centers frequently re- 
ceive potatoes from distant points. 
in greater quantities than from 
nearby states. This is illustrated by 
the fact that residents of Washing- 
ton city get potatoes from 13 
States, the bulk of the rail ship- 
ments coming from Michigan, al- 
though Virginia is one of the lead- 
‘ing potato growing commonwealths. 


The bulk of the white potatoes 
used in Chicago come from Wis- 
consin although large quantities are 
also obtained by rail from Minne- 
sota, Idaho, Virginia, Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Alabama in the order 
named. Chicago depends on 37 
States for its potato supply. 


Atlanta receives’ more potatoes 
from Minnesota, a producing state 
involving a longer rail haul, than it 
does from Maine, New York, Michi- 
gan and Illinois combined, all in- 
volving shorter hauls. Even Idaho 
ships as many potatoes into Atlanta 
as does the state of Michigan. 

More potatoes are shipped into 
Buffalo from Virginia by rail than 
from any other state, North Caro- 
lina shipping about seven times as 
many potatoes as Michigan, al- 
though the rail haul from the latter 
State is much less. The study cites 
reports from 36 principal cities of 
the country but the illustrations 
given above are typical. 

The study also shows that prices 
of white potatoes at the farm and in 
the wholesale and retail markets 
fluctuate weekly without any rela- 
tionship to freight rates and are 
frequently greater than the freight 
rate to the market. The study fur- 
ther shows that the cost of trans- 
portation does not contritute to the 
ever-changing prices of potatoes at 
the farm and in the wholesale and 
retail markets, and that the changes 
in such prices are due to conditions 
Separate and distinct from freight 
rates, which were virtually station- 
ary. 

The farmer in Maine during the 
1924-1925 season received an aver- 
age of 6ic per hundred pounds for 
his Green Mountain potatoes. The 
wholesaler at Boston received an 
average of $1.19 per hundred 
pounds for the potatoes, while the 
retailer at Boston received an aver- 
age of $2.25 per hundred pounds. 
The average retail price was $1.64 
greater than the average farm price. 
Of this $1.64 spread, $1.06 was ab- 
sorbed in the retail market. The 
spread of $1.64 between farm and 
retail prices was about four times 
greater than the freight rate to Bos- 
ton from the most distant principal 
potato shipping point in Maine. 

Maine potatoes, the largest seller 
at New York city for the year ended 
on July, 1925, fluctuated from a 
low retail price of $1.80 per hun- 
dred pounds to a price of $5.00, 
while the freight rate of 55%4c per 
hundred pounds to New York city 
from Caribou, the largest potato 
Shipping point in Maine, remained 
unchanged. 


Wisconsin potatoes, the largest 
Seller at Chicago, fluctuated from a 
retail price of 98 cents to $6.25 per 
hundred pounds, with a stationary 
freight rate from Waupaca of 20%4c: 
per hundred pounds. 


Minnesota potatoes, the next lar- 
gest seller in the Chicago market, 
ranged from $1.67 to $3.33 per 
hundred pounds, while the freight 
rate from Barnesville remained un- 
changed at 41%¢ per hundred 
pounds. 

Florida potatoes (short season 
early crop) sold at retail at New 
York city from $3.40 to $11.50 per 
hundred pounds, while the freight 
rate from Hastings, Florida, to New 
York was 69%c per hundrei 
pounds. At Chicago the range in 
price was from $3.93 to $15.00, 
with a stationary freight rate from

Has the League of Nations Failed? 


After the adjournment of the 
League at Geneva a wave of disap- 
pointment swept over the world. The 
pessimist prophese 
ed disaster, and 
the enemies of the 
League in America, 
openly rejoiced. 
Human nature 
was simply running 
true to form. At 
first there was lit- 
tle faith in the 
League's accom- 
plishing anything. 
Then there was a 
long list of accom- 
plishments, which 
seemed to have 
been done so easily, 
that people veered 
to the other ex- 
treme, and declared 
that the League 
was the panacea 
for which the world had waited. Then 
came the last meeting, which was 
expected to be the most outstanding 
achievement toward the making of a 
peaceful world. And when it adjourn- 
ed in temporary’ perplexity, ‘the 
thoughtless ones were plunged into 
despair. 

This widespread disappointment, 
however, revealed the fact that no 
matter how doubtful men may. be 
about the success of the League it 


is the one hope of the peace-loving 
people of the world. No wonder 
then; that even a temporary setback 
should shock men into 4& feeling of 
despair. But this feeling of despair 
is very far from being shared by the 
thoughtful Jeaders of civilization. 
They know that the path of true 
peace, like the “path of true love, 
never runs smooth.” So in a better 
perspective, since the adjournment at 
Geneva, they are beginning to inter- 
pret the real meaning of that meeting. 
Old vs. New Diplomacy. 
Hear one of the sanest thinkers and 
the best posted men on the interna- 
tional situation. “Most of the inter- 
pretations that take an entirely pes- 
simistie point of view and talk about 


the failure of the League, or intimate 
that its usefulness has come to an 
end, come from the American papers. 
I have read all the British, French 
and German papers that I could lay 
my hands on, and there is little of 
such talk in them. They admit that 
the incident was regrettable, and that 
there was a recrudescence of nation- 
nlism that was unfortunate, although 
natural, considering that nations that 
have been steeped in it for hundreds 
of years have had only about five 
years to get away from it.” 

The New York Times of April 4 
thus heads a letter from Geneva, “Old 
World Intrigue Doomed at Geneva.” 


This astute correspondent says, “Many 


who are closest to the League are 
glad it all happened, for it was 2 
struggle between the old methods of 
diplomacy which Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain and one or two others could 
not quite shake off, and the new 
open methods of the League; and while 
the use of these old methods threw 
things into a temporary confusion so 
that the entrance of Germany is de- 
layed, yet it has raised such a storm 
of protest among all the people of 
the world, that no one will dare try 
it again, and September will see the 
League and open diplomacy trium- 
phant and justified.” 


One of the best interpretations of 
the whole event, and to my mind the 
truest, is made by Edwin D. Mead, 


the veteran internationalist. Let me 
quote one of his paragraphs. “As we 
read the dispatches from Europe, we 
find that the representatives of 
France, Germany and Great Britian 
went home from Geneva, while rec- 
ognizing the seriousness of the prob- 
lem which had engaged them, yet all 
confident that those problems will be 
duly settled, all with their friendship 
for each other strengthened, and all 
confident that the League of Nations 
is the true and only efficient agency 
for the establishment of the peace and 
order of Europe and the world.” 
Our Responsibility. 

The real surprise and disappoint- 
ment, is to be found in the attitude 
of those Americans who opposed our 
entrance into the League. While dif- 
fering radically with them as to the 
wisdom of the United States becom- 
ing a member of the League, I can 
quite understand that the question is 
debatable, and cheerfully respect their 


| Coolidge which led him, against his

views. But when these same men, 
in order to justify their sition 
against our entrance into the mazes,| 
openly and ghoulishly rejoice in, what 
they believe to be, the failure of the 
only organized effort of the nations 
in the world for peace, I am frank 
to say they forfeit my respect. 


In discussing the League of Na- 
tions, its accomplishments or its lim- 
itations, as at present constituted, 


we must always raise the question 
whether it would not have been very 
much more effective, had the United 
States been a member during these 
formative years. No thoughtful man, 
certainly not an American, can 
lieve that the League is as strong and 
efficient for peace, without the aid 
of the United States. That raises a 
question of responsibility, which each 
loyal citizen of this nation must face 
for himself. Suppose the League had 
failed, and gone to pieces at Geneva 
last March, would there not have 
always been, in the mind of the world. 
the question, conld not the United 
States have saved the League, and its 
lofty ideals? I am thankful, indeed, 
that such an issue has not come, nor 
do I believe that it will ever come, 
and yet it may come. 


GREAT GEORGIANS 


Why Stephens Deserves His Statue 
BY SAM W. SMALL. 


The placing of a statue of Alexan- 
der Hamilton Stephens in the statuary 
hall of the national capitol will be an 
occasion of historic 
significance. Few of 
the great men me- 
morialized there 
had a more colorful 
and unusual career 
than that frail and 
forceful Georgian. 
He lived long by 
spiritual rather 
than by physical 
forces. e served 
two distinct Amer- 
ican governments, 
and was. distin- 
guished for wisdom 
and statesmanship 
in both. While, like Paul, his person 
was weak, his work was great and his 
example deathless. The state honors 
itself in decreeing to him one of her 
two places in the gallery of American 
immortals. 
A Poor Boy’s Start. 

In an address in Alexandria, Va., 
in 1840, for the benefit of the orphan 
asylum and free school of that city, 
Mr. Stephens, who was then a young 
congressman, related this touching 
story: } 

“A poor little boy on a cold night in 
June, with no home or roof to shelter 
his head, no paternal or maternal 


guardian or guide to protect or direct 
him on his way, reached the house of 
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and sen on way 
teoth his blessing. Those kind atten- 
tions cheered his heart and inspired 
him with fresh cou to battle with 
the obstacles of life. Years rolled 
round and Providence him on; he 
hod reached the legal profession; his 
host had died; the cormorants poe 
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‘gress he was attracted by the frail 


the orphan boy who years before was 
welcomed and entertained by her de- 
ceased husband. The stimulus of a 
warm and tenacious gratitude was now 
added to the ordinary motiges con- 
nected with the profession. He under- 
took her cause with a will not easily 
to be resisted; he gained it; the 
widow's estates were secured to her in 
perpetuity; and,” Mr. Stephens added, 
with an emphasis of emotion that sent 
its electric thrill ay the great au- 
dience, “that orphan boy now stands 
before yon!” 
Stephens and Toombs. 

Between Mr. Stephens and the 
baron-like Robert Toombs there arose 
an early friendship and a lasting al- 
liance of respect and support. Two 
men could searcely be more unlike in 
physique, psychology and personal 
practices, and yet they were as David 
and Jonathan to each other. 

While he was a fretting prisoner of 
war in Fort Warren, Boston harbor, 
in 1865, Mr. Stephens wrote in his 
diary : : 

“Toombs is one of the most extraor- 
dinary men I have ever known. Few 


in the house or senate ever wished to 
encounter him; none ever did to win 
any laurels by it. His true greatness 
did not consist in statesmanship; he 
was governed too much by passion and 
im . As a lawyer, debater, popu- 
lar orator, planter, political ecqnomst. 
it would be difficult to find his equal.” 

When Mr. Stephens died in 1883 no 
more heart-shaken mourner wept at 
his bier than General Toombs. This 
writer was a witness of that poignant 
exhibition of grief.

_The senatorial emotion hangs on 
McKinley's defeat, but has a much 
broader base.

y’s, and who are now up for renomi- 
nation and reelection in the coming 
weeks. It is, in short, less a case of 
complaining of what Mr. Coolidge fail- 
ed to do about McKinley, than of 
hoping Mr. Coolidge will do something 
for them, and putting pressure on him 
to do something. To quote some sen- 
tences from The Star's article : 

“Some of those republican senators 
who must run the gauntlet of a pri- 
mary this summer and election next 
November ... are hoping the presi- 
dent will do something to assist them 
materially in their forthcoming bat- 
tles. They argue that the president 
is more popular than ever before with. 
the public, and because of this and | 
other powerful influences at his com- 
mand he could easily be helpful to 
them. . . . It is known that the presi- 
dent has received a hint from some 
of his official confidants of this feel- 
ing of uneasiness among these repub- 
lican senators. . . . It is understood, 
however, that the president has made 
no promises. On the contrary, he is 
represented as being inclined to -keep 
his hands off.” 

That the senators affected by the 
situation are truculent about it, even 
though so far their truculence is re- 
strained to private conversation, is 
made clear by The Star's article. In- 
deed, The Star's words are less tense 
than the facts are: 

“This reported stand on the part of 
President Coolidge is by no means to 
the liking of the group of world court 
republican senators who are now fac- 
ing difficulties. For the present they 
are saying little, at least not within 
earshot of the executive, but there is 
an impression they intend to make 
themselves plaia later on. . . . This 
is not mere cloakroom gossip. . - - 
Republicans in discussing the senato- 
rial political situation, while predict- 
ing that this demand is to be made 
upon the president, are not in a po- 
sition now to say who is going to 
lay the matter before him, ‘sor will 
they attempt to make any prediction 
as to his answer.” 

The Star specifies three repub- 
liean senators whose cases are imme- 
diate or acute. Of Senator Pepper, of 
Pennsylvania, the statement is made 
that— 

“The president was assured that 
Pepper, who stood loyally behind the 
administration’s world court batmner, 
is facing possible defeat. . . The’ 
president was asked if it were not 
possible for him to do something to 
enhance Pepper's chances. 

A. similar suggestion was made 
about Senator Cummins, of lowa. And 
of Senator Learoot it is said: 

“Tt was he who, despite the opposi- 
tion in his state to what they refer to 
out there as ‘foreign entanglements,’ 
led the world court fight on the sen- 
ate floor for the president. | 
at the helm from start to finish. The 
resident is known to have been pro- 
fuse ta his thanks and praise when 
the fight was won. Friends of Len- 
root now are wondering if the presi- 
dent’s appreciation is going to end 
there.” . . . ; 

A democratic paper, The Baltimore 
Sun, tells the same story in somewhat 
more direct words and with a slight- 
ly modified turn. The Sun’s article 
quotes a republican senator. whose 
position in the party 1s high and whose 
regularity is recognized as saying 
“with undisguised bitterness that Mr.

It seems rather a remarkable co- 
incidence that officials of the 
Blackman Health resort, which has 
just opened the doors of its hand- 
some new home at 1824 Peachtree

As a home for veterans of the lat- 
ést and greatest of wars, the brald- 
ing on a spot like this would live 
marked in a highly significant man- 
ner the former dueling field of 
brothers-in-arms. 

While honoring this territory as 
part of the scene of the battle of At- 
lanta. officials of the Blackman 
Health resort have chosen 1824 
Peachtree road not chiefly for its his- 
terical interest.

*“Vibrolithic” is a mechanical proc-

The King’s 
Proctor found that after the decree the 
colonel visited his wife several times 
at a hotel and in fact promised to live 
with her permanently again. 


* The colonel replied that he was 
lured into resuming-relations with her 
py an extraordinary drama of trickery, 
but he could not convince the court 
of this and Lord Merrivale, president 
of the divorce court, has just annulled 
his decree. So-Colonel Sneyd is still 
married to his young wife who has ex- 
pressed her intention of living in her 
own way with her unconventional 
friend and enjoying the $5,000 a year 
and various other presents the colonel 
gave her. 


The King’s Proctor related how 
only a month after the decree had 
been granted Colonel Sneyd stayed 
with his wife at the Grand hotel, Ab- 
erdeen. Three days later they stayed 
together at the Caledonian hotel, 
Edinburgh, and later they stayed as 


‘man and wife at her flat in Davies 


Street, London. 


Even this official who sought to 
annul the decree admitted that the 
wife had played on her husband’s 
feelings by an ingénious scheme. A 
man named Van Norden, said to be 
an American millionaire, was in- 
vented by her and she told her hus- 
band he desired to negotiate for 
the purchase of the Keele Hall 
estate.

The 
colonel was taken to the 
same hotel and taken into 
a room where he. found 
his wife alone as before. 
This time he stayed 
longer. 
Before he left Aberdeen he boug rht 
Mrs. Sneyd a new wedding ring, in- 
scribed, ‘‘Faith carries the day.” This 
was particularly significant, as the 
colonel knew she had lived with Bur- 
gess up to the day he married her and 
had continued to see him. 

The colonel was up in Scotland on 
a salmon fishing -trip and he had to 
have his fishing, but before he went 
away he arranged to meet his wife in 
Edinburgh in a few days. Before 
starting he wrote to her: 

“Darling, | love you for having 
caught me, because I know now you 
wanted to be caught and was your 
willing prisoner. Give me back my

band.” 


To her father and mother he wrote: 
‘We are both very happy to be to- 
gether again. She brought about the 
meeting in her own unconventional 
way.” 

After parting from Colonel Sneyd 
temporarily she wrote to him that she 
needed $1,500- immediately to pay 
some “debts of honor.” The colonel 
then came to the conclusion that it 
was all a plot for her own advantage.

A chambermaid at the Aberdeen 
hotel said she saw Mrs. Sneyd, who 
was known at the hotel as Mrs. Faith 
Day, go to the room occupied by Wil- 
mer, attired in a dressing gown and 
with nothing on her feet. The cham- 
bermaid’s answer to another question 
provoked loud laughter in_ court, 
whereupon the judge ordered the last 
three rows of seats to be cleared.

Mrs. Sneyd told an extraordinary 
Story of her relations with the co- 
respondent, William Burgess, up to 
the time of her marriage, including a 
last honeymoon in the desert preced- 
ing the ceremony. The acceptance of 
all these things by Colonel Sneyd is 
regarded as symptomatic of the’ de- 
moralization prevailing in many Cir- 
cles of British society. 

Q. Did you tell Colonel Sneyd 
you were going abroad to see ‘‘Bam” 
(Burgess) and that ‘‘Bam” loved you 


and that it would be risky? 


A. It was not a question of being 
risky. It was a certainty. I was go- 
ing abroad to live with my lover for 
a month or two before my marriage to 
Colonel Sneyd.

Colonel Sneyd, on the witness 
stand, revealed that he had been ina 
state of blind infatuation with his wife. 


©. How soon after your marriage 
did you realize that it was not a suc- 
cess? 

“A. On the second day, when | 
heard her on the telephone talking to 
burgess.

Mite’s (his 
pet name for her) happiness comes 
first with me, but if both hers and 
mine can be insured at price | will 
pay the price and not complain. Don’t 
you understand, darling?” 

He admitted also that he had writ- 


ten her a letter before marriage, say- 
ing he knew she was going on seeing 
her lover, but he did this at her dicta- 
tion. He also admitted he consented 
to her going to Egypt with Burgess, 
but he was obsessed by her, 


He said that he had even read his 
wife’s diary, but despite its revelations 
he believed her when, in Scotland, she 
said she had not been guilty of mis- 
conduct since her marriage. 

‘I was extremely fond of her,”’ he 
explained simply. ‘Il wanted to be- 
lieve her, and | believed her.”’ 

The evidence proved clearly in the 
opinion of all who heard it or studied 
ihe case that the colonel had been 
fooled into a reconciliation with his 
clever wife which involved no affec- 
tion for him but only a desire for more 
money,. but in the view of the English 
law his conduct constituted a condona- 
lion of her misconduct and a willing- 
ness to be reconciled. This deprived 
him of the right to a divorce decree, 
which .was accordingly rescinded. 

So Colonel Sneyd has again the 
wife he thought he was so well rid of 
for a time. 

Mrs. Sneyd’s strategy has succeeded 
so well for her that most, if not all, 
evidence of her misconduct is wiped 
off the legal slate, as condoned by her 
elderly husband, and therefore may 
not be used as grounds for new 
divorce proceedings should he wish to 
institute them. And there the case

NCOMPATIBILITY — what 
broken marriages are com- 
mitted in thy name! Every- 
thing from a_ breakfast of 
burned toast to an intercept- 
ed letter comes under the 
heading. Divorce judges will tell you 
privately that sex is the reason for a 
gross perceniage of divorces, and not 
incompatibility, as it is incorporated 
in the proceedings. 

What, then, is incompatibility? 
Rather, what should one be warned 
against so that this snag may be steer- 
ed around in the matrimonial course? 
What are the barriers to compatibil- 
ity between man and woman? 


e Dr. Carl Ramus, in ‘“‘Marriage and 
Efficiency,” . P. Putnam’s Sons), 
enumerates a“few of the things that 
are almost bound to lead to unhappi- 
ness in marriage, as follows: 


AGE. Great disproportion in ages 
is an impassable barrier to love. The 
so-called love of an old man for a 
young wife is often nothing but a kind 
of post-mortem passion. It would be 
pathetic if it were not so completely 
and ignobly selfish. The logical se- 
quence of senile passion is senile jeal- 
ousy, with or. without cause, but usu- 
ally and naturally with cause. 


HEALTH. Common sense dictates 
that onlv healthy persons should 
marry. The presence of a chronic 
incurable disease in one partner, even 
if not communicable, not only affects 
that one’s physical efficiency but in- 
Iribits emotional responsiveness. 
Hence the diseased partner is incap- 
able of being the physical or emo- 
tional complement of the healthy 
one; he or she is not a mate, but an 
incumbrance. 


HABITS. A bad habit or disagree- 
able physical habit or appetite is like 
a chronic disease; indeed drink and 
drug habits are true diseases. Many 
women have married men, knowing

of their habits, but believing in their 


promises that they would reform after 
marriage. The common and sad ex- 
perience is that such promises are sel- 
dom kept, and the unfortunate wom- 
en soon realize they are linked to men 


permanently disagreeable and incom- 
patible, or to drunkards or drug fiends. 
The rule is that men who do not re- 
form before marriage cannot do so 
afterwards. 


RELIGION. Difference in relig- 
ious beliefs may become a serious or 
even hopeless cause of discord if one 
or both take their beliefs earnesily 
as to the mere outer forms. And yet, 
such a situation, like certain diseases, 
is preventable. But the cure requires 
sufficient intelligence and -liberality 


on the part of the pair to enable them 
to examine each other’s beliefs. If 
they sincerely do so they will in- 
evitably find that both agree perfect- 
ly as to essentials. By essentials | 
mean the three basic teachings: The 
existence of a Supreme Being, the 
immortality of the soul, and good 
conduct. 


TEMPERAMENT. Apart alto- 
gether from Selfishness ts the fact that 
certain natures require and crave 
more demonstration than others. 
Their physical nervous systems actu- 
ally demand more exercise than those 
of other people. When such ardent 
natures are linked with cold or much 
less ardent ones the inevitable result 
will be dissatisfaction. The ardent 


one will feel thwarted and the other 
oppressed: If the difference in dem- 
onstrative power is considerable noth- 
ing can be done and the two are per- 
manently incompatible. 
SELFISHNESS. Extreme selfish- 
ness in one partner constitutes a per- 
manent incompatibility for that pair 
which nothing else can make up for. 
Extreme selfishness signifies lack of 
personal development, and that, of 
course, means inferiority. The union 
is therefore fundamentally hopeless in 


any higher sense, because there is » 


nothing to build upon. To continue 
to live together could have no results 
other than to emphasize the bad qual- 
ities of the selfish one and the gradual 
deterioration of the better one. 


CASTE. Difference in social class, 
if marked, may constitute a perma- 
nent barrier between any pair, not be- 
cause of that difference itself, but on 
account of what those differences may 
mean in class habits, points of view, 
mannerisms, modes of speech and ac- 
tion, and general culture. Probably alt 
have seen examples*of marrying out 
of class, where one highly educated 
and refined is yoked with another just 
the reverse. And having seen, one 
can understand what that means. The 
developed personality suffers acutely 
from the other’s imaccessible ignor- 
ance and lack of comprehension, and 
perhaps uncouthness and vulgarity. 
The. undeveloped partner is mystified 
and wonders what is the matter. He 
or'she vaguely feels the other’s ee, 
riority and, writhes under it. And that 
unconscious recognition of inferjority, 
takes expression outwardly as touchi- 
ness and mulishness, which are the 
unconscious, defensive reactions of all 
undeveloped personalities. The higher 
one may, by the steady pull of the 
commonplace, be gradually dragged 
down to tts level, but the lower one 
can never rise to the other’s level. ° It 
sometimes happens, however, that de- 
veloped personalities are born into 
and raised in undeveloped _ classes. 
When they marry into a higher caste 
they usually make sincere and de- 
termined efforts to acquire the man-

Like him she did not 
realize until too late the 
uncanny strength of in- 
fluences entirely be- 
yond her control.

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kept them. all at bay. Then the fed- 
eral authorities came to the assist- 
ance of the city force. They would 
take Nickey off their hands and try 
him in Washington. They did, and 
Nickey was convicted and sentenced 
to two years at Fort Leavenworth for 
his part in the huge thefts. 

Even then it was. too soon to crow. 
Nickey fought the verdict. He ap- 
pealed to higher courts and went free 
while his appeal was pending. Back 
in New York the district attorney’s 
office was still seeking ways and 
means to get at Nickey. At least 17 
limes his case was called for trial and 
as often postponed by the atithorities. 
District Attorney Banton was at his 
wits’ end to fasten something definite 
on the elusive Nickey. Then Judge 
McIntyre in special sessions ruled that 
if Arnstein were not brought to trial 
within 60 days from that date he 
would dismiss the indictments. That 
was in 1922. At that time Nickey’s 
bail was set at $25,000. Judge Mc- 
Intyre dropped his bond and let him 
go free on his own recognizance. 

In the meantime other charges had 
cropped up against. Nickey. One New 
Jersey man accused him of swindling 


him out of $80,000 by the old wire- 
tapping game. The fact that he had 


served time once before for a swindle 
of the same sort made things look 
bad 

Again Fanny Brice came to the res- 
cue. She promised to set everything 
right, to see that no one was the loser, 
and backed up her husband. more de- 


fianily as things began to look 
blacker. 
Then, after years of legal bicker- 


ings, court strategy and technical 
dodges, Arnstein’s last line of defense 
was stormed and the supreme court 


of the District of Columbia ordered 


Lucille Lee, who broke into Broadway 


him to jail. He went. That was in 
1924. 
Recover $1,150,000. 


Since the outbreak of the robberies 
only $1,500,000 in bonds had been 
recovered, and these were all non-ne- 
gotiable and of no value to the rob- 
bers. They had been recovered in va- 
rious parts of the country during the 
long investigation. The government 
still had hopes that Arnstein would 
some day reveal the whereabouts of 


the stolen treasure. 
With him on his trip to the Kan- 


sas prison went Norman S. Bowles, 


David Sullivan and Wilen W. East- 
erman, all convicted with him as part- 
ners in the bond: thefts. They asked 
to be sent to Atlanta, but the courts 
had enough of them and refused to 
hear further pleas. 

While Nickey went on his journey 
for the government, his wife, Fanny 
Brice, started a vaudeville tour of-the 
country. Life in. prison is what you 
make it. Arnstein knew there was no 
legal bar to his having as easy a time 
of it in the big fort as he could. He 
made himself so liked at the peniten- 


tiary that he was selected for the good 
jobs so desired’ by men who hate to 
have their hands dirtied. 

Nickey was employed in. the offices

But 
she was a wife first and she loved the 
man the detectives sought. Who can 
blame her for that? 

It was her money that paid the bills 
when the horses failed to run with the 
books. It was her money that came 
from somewhere when the ventures 
of her husband. proved losing dreams. 
How had he treated her? That’s her 
affair. She never chose to tell and 
none dared to ask. Enough that she 
loved and wanted and fought for him. 

Then came December 22, 1925. 
Arnstein’s two years were up and. he 


walked through the gates of Forts 


Leavenworth that morning a free 
man. Many reports went up before 
and after that some who said he had 
swindled them would demand justice. 
But to this day he is free and the in- 
dictments against him have been with- 
drawn. Some there are who say Fan- 
ny Brice. paid the bills, and some there 
are who smile when the statement is 
made. For they know that some- 
where, some place, there are millions 
of dollars in good, negotiable securi- 
ties. 

But in the whole affair Justice her- 
self was loser. She compromised and 
she took the sorry end of the deal. 
For $3,850,000 she has had in ex- 
change the two years of the lives of 
three men aud four years of.the life 
of another.

Eight Hundred Arab Boys and Girls Work to Music, as They Dig Away 
the Desert Sands That Have Gradually Engulfed All Bu 
the Head and Shoulders of the Mammoth Figure

m1 AIRO, Egypt—Egypt’s mighty 
aanAl Sphinx will soon emerge 
from the final stages of.a six 
months’ course of “beauty 
& wy, treatments,” and visitors will 
bd get a more complete view of 
the wonderful old monument than has 

been obtainable for 4,000 years. 
~The work of uncovering and re- 
oe the majestic Sphinx was 
gun in September and is now on 


: 


’ the eve of completion. 


Shovelful by shovelful, the sand 
that had engulfed all but the head, 
shoulders and part*of the back of the 
mammoth figure that smiled inscrut- 
ably down upon Alexander, Caesar 
and Napoleon, and countless other 
“captains and kings” before them, has 
been gradually cleared away. And 
simultaneously the great image of the 
Sun-God which had been in danger 
of dropping to pieces, has been thor- 
oughly repaired under the direction of 
experts, and is now ‘good for a few 
hundred years more anyway. 

This is the first time that the 
sphinx has been completely excavated 
since the time of the Ptolomys, or 
about three hundred years before 
Christ, and perhaps since the XVIIIth 
Dynasty, roughly +700 -years B. C. 


&) retaehe perhaps, even than the 


pyramids, the “‘S’fink-es,” as the 
natives call him, was hewn out of the 
natural rock. With some help from 
added blocks of stone he was mould- 
ed into the shape of a couchant lion, 
with the head of a-king wearing the 
royal headclath, adorned with the 
royal serpent. Exactly who did this, 
or when, nobody. ever has been able 
But whoever did also 
quarried away the rock on both sides 
of the Sphinx, thus leaving him in a 
kind of pit, below the level of the 
Surrounding desert. It wasn’t fore- 
seen, apparently, that the wind blown 
sand from the desert would fill up this 
pit and gradually bury the mon 
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Aself, but this is what has been hap- 
pening during all the thousands of 
years since, with the result that the 
Sun-God has had to be dug out just 
about so often. 


It was aboard a peevish camel 
named ‘Missouri’ (at least so its at- 
tendant Stated) that I realized the 
dream of years, the other day, and 
rode to the Sphinx along the sandy 
waste that slopes downward from the 
rocky plateau on which the nearby 
pyramids stand. I had been told that 
an interesting sight awaited me, and 
it surely was an animated and color- 
ful one that met my eyes. Perhaps 
as Curious a sight as ever has been be- 
held even by the Sphinx, who, how- 
ever, surveys it imperturbably through 
the network of scaffolding that still 
surrounds his ancient head and affords 
a footing to the expert workers ei- 
gaged in the task of restoring him. 


With a thrill one’s eye first takes 
in the details of the impressive figure, 
its face battered alike by time and by 
man, that a thousand paintings and 
photographs have made familiar in 
advance. Around it an army of 
workers is swarming. Then, sudden- 
ly, the sound of singing reaches one’s 
ears. AS one approaches nearer it 
becomes evident that this proceeds 
from an apparently endless procession 
of quaintly garbed humanity that files, 
ant-fashion, down a wooden incline 
into the pit that surrounds the Sphinx; 
circles the monster, and then pours 
upward in a steady stream on the 
other side. 

‘These are the workers that are 
primitively engaged in carrying away 
(in baskets which when filled they 
Carry on their heads) the sand that 
is steadily being dug away from the 
sides of the Sphinx. There are about 


eight hundred of them and when one 
gets still: nearer he discovers that at 
least three-quarters are children. 
These youngsters are paid at the 
lordly rate of from fifteen cents to a 
quarter a day. The sand they bring 
out in their little baskets is poured 


into trucks, which, when filled, are 
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The Sphinx as it appeared before the present excavation was begun.

It would be impos- 
sible, | was informed, to prevent the 
wind each w ‘ter from depositing a 
certain amount of sand, but onte the 
‘wall has been built, the annual re- 
moval of this amount of wind-blown 
sand will be a comparatively trifling 
business. 


Ss” months of unremitting toil by 
the excavators has now brought 
to view practically the whole of the 
Sphinx except a bit of his hind-quar- 
ters. The imposing forelegs, which 
constitute a shrine containing an altar 
and a great inscribed tablet, have been 
made visible for the first time in two 
decades. They were “discovered” by 
Caviglia and Perry, the former an 
Italian and the latter an Englishman, 
who excavated the fore part of the 


the great monument is nearing com- 
pletion. The urgency of a process of 


rejuvenation had been manifest for 
some time. About two years ago a 
party of visitors at night were startled 
by the sudden falling of a huge piece 
of the lower left front portion of the 
headdress, which crashed to the 
ground and crumbled to dust. In sev- 
eral other places cracks appeared, 
making it evident that other pieces 
might also bréak away and the Sphinx 
in time be reduced to a shapeless piece 
cf rock. 


As most people are aware, no 
doubt, the Sphinx originally had a 
beard. Of the narrow, ceremonial 
variety, it descended from the chin to 
the chest and formed a substantial sup- 
port to the great weight of the head, 
which, while it supported no weight 
excepting its own, afforded protection 
to rock of which the Sphinx is com- 
posed, from the erosive action of wind 
and sand. Owing to this erosion, the 
back and sides of the neck were much 
worn away, and it appeared likely that 
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Egypt’s mighty Sphinx undergoing final stages of six months’ course of

Sphinx in 1817. Both the altar and 
the tablet are of red granite. 

The inscription on the tablet, or 

“'stela,” relates a striking Story. It 
tells how a youthful prince, Tothmes 
of the Eighteenth Dynasty, hunted 
lions in the desert round the nearby 
Memphis. And how once at midday, 
wearied by the chase, he rested in the 
Shade of the half-buried Sphinx, and, 
falling asleep, dreamed that the Sun- 
God Harmachis, to whom the monster 
was sacred, appeared to him and as- 
sured him that he would come to the 
throne, but made him promise to dig 
away “‘the sand whereon I have my 
being, which has closed me in on all 
sides.”’ It goes on to record how the 
Prince duly became King Tothmes 
1V.;-and how in the first year of his 
reign he had the Sphinx completely 
excavated and restored. 
_ The inscription on this tablet, which 
is only partly legible, seems to state 
that the Sphinx was constructed by 
Kepheron, of the Fourth Dynasty 
(which flourished about 3500 years 
B. C.) whose Pyramid, second in size 
only to the “Great”? one, stands about 
six hundred yards to the westward. If 
this is so, the Sphinx probably -repre- 
sents Kepheron in the guise of the god 
Warmachis. On the other hand, an- 
other inscription discovered by Mari- 
ette appears to say that the Sphinx 
existed during the reign of Checps, 
builder of the Great Pyramid and a 
forerunner of Kepheron: and, accord- 
ing tO some archaeologists, the mon- 
ster is older yet, 


QIMULTANEOUSLY with the work 
of digging out.the Sphinx, that 
of repairing and generally restoring 


in the course of time the head, the 
center of gravity of which is rather 
far forward, deprived of the support 
of the now non-existent beard, might 
prove too great a burden for the 
weakened neck, and some day, come 
Crashing down. 


To guard against such a tragedy, 
the neck of the monster has been 
Strengthened by a process of partial 
rebuilding. Liquid cement has been 
poured into each gaping cranny and 
the Sphinx’s wrinkles smoothed out 
in the most approved fashion of the 
beauty doctor. But unkind to the 
Sphinx as have been the passage of 
centuries and desert storms, man has 
been unkinder still, and even the most 
painstaking attentions cannot now 
give shape to the smashed nose and 
the pitted cheeks which mark the fury 
of the Arab fanatics in the twelfth 
century, nor smooth the ravage 
wrought by the barbarous Mamelukes 
who used the world-old guardian of 
the Nile Valley as a target. But for 
the remainder of the figure, all that 


modern science can do has been done. 


As Harmachis, God of the Sun and 
particularly of the rising sun, the 
Sphinx faces due east. He looks out 
from the edge of the rocky plateau 
which is the beginning of the desert. 
ever the green plain that lies between 
him and the Nile. eight miles away. In 
the fall the high Nitle’s inundations 
come up quite close to him. Thus he 
has crouched gazing eastward to greet 
Over two million dawns. 
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
